Claims 27-46 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35. U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 72-73, 75-83, 87-89, and 91-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Nishiyama. 

See reasons of record in the previous Office action. With respect to the claim 
amendments, the cover figure of Nishiyama shows the gate dielectric layer having side 
portions such as 508 that extend in a vertical directions along the entire side portions of 
the gate electrode 514. Epitaxial layers 509 contact the side portions of the gate 
dielectric at least at a point at the bottom of the layer. These epitaxial layers also 
extend parallel to the substrate in a horizontal direction. 

Claims 84-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishiyama in view of Liu.

Claim 90 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishiyama in view of Lee et a.
